One was the screening of two unusually good science.fiction movies where the fantasy 
world of Trash Gordon and the Giant Tomatoes from Mars was superceded by some really 
believable futuristic stories.This set the atmosphere rigljt for 1978.•« the year 
when CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE THIRD KIND will hit our screens at the cinema,There are 
a lot more goodies in the pipeline (including a serious one about the USAF cover-up 
operations against UFOs,,.provided someone doesn't cover it upl)The cinema is waking 
up to the fact that UFOs spell intrigue spell interest spell dollars. No doubt we 
shall see the inevitable sequel to CE3 (its easier to call it thati) 0 If they call 
it CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE FOURTH KIND after the innovation of several NUFON personnel 
I wonder if we shall get any credit. No prizes for an accurate guestimate in this 0 

The other telly treat was. the repeat on consecutive days of the Hugh Burnett trilogy 
of documentaries on strange phenomena,The fourth day of Crimbo saw the return of 

*OUt of this world' like an evil demon from the : tomb of hell,Another torturous hour 
of trying to decide wether to laugh,cry or commit Hari Kari,Sadly,it got no better 
second time round*,-and I shall always be mystified why it was such a flop. Having seen 
it grow from a. (twinkle in Hughies eye I. still cannot understand' why it failed so 
miserably to compate well with his, other offerings.lt gave ufology about one,low 
definition,sighting and a thousand high definition sneers and insults** 

The fifth day,and not five gold rings (only one this Christmas),Instead we were 
transported to the shores of Loch Ness where experts argued if Peter Scott was 
extinct or not. Then Burnett completed his hat trick with a programme 'on ghosts. 

The evidence in both these latter programmes did not crumble away like *my mince 
pies,as did the ufo evidence.As an unbiased observor I think I would have ended up 
believing in long lived Pleisiosaurs and spirit world entities,but thinking that 
ufologists and ufo witnesses,to paraphrase the classic Daily Mail review,were 
'aimiable and harmless enough,...but daft as brushes!' 

Now,I don't believe I am that!.(You are entitled*to your own opinion,of course) 

Nor are most ufologists.I have to qualify this statement having seen some of our 
colleagues perform before the cameras. No names mentioned.,, but I hope I never 
end up praying to a box on a tripod in Ancient Hebrew text at the House of Lords!'! 

So why did this happen? Our evidence is contradictory amd tenuous.We don't agree as 
ufologists on what it means,yet rather than admit this we produce fantastic and 
highly speculative ideas.Murderous aliens conducting vampire' impersonations,or 
theories about holes in : the head,.,, er sorry,holes in the poles. The precise 
uncertainty that faces us is a clue in itself,if we could but see it. A clue that 
seeds of confusion are being deliberately sewn amongst us (see Ron Sargeant on P 0 2) 

Apart from this fact,what stood out to me was the unity of paranormal events.A thread 
of truth interlinking them all, Nessie,ghosts,UFOs,,. they sound so different and 
may be different in detail.Yet a dispationate look such as Hugh Burnett provided 
shows that they may not be so different after all.!, at least in investigation 
analysis and acceptance. The vital clue could coqie in the link.So rather than decry 
too broad an interest accept it as necessary.Specialise by all means,but do not 
forget,.,,. You may study one grain of sand for as long as you like,but you still 
end up knowing nothing about the beach of which it forms just a tiny,tiny part.

The Scunthrpe UFO Research Society was born in May l972 0 We started weekly meetings 
at the Grange Farms Hobby Centre,and for the next two years had a regular and loyal 
membership.After this a couple of key members left to explore the world and finally 
the group eroded away. 

During the active period the group visited Warminster twice and Banbury once (si-^es 
of high focus ufo activity),We had a constitution^ small library of books and yi 
committee of sorts,The main problem in keeping the group going was finding new 
members,This as a problem because of several factors,and the weekly meetings became 
a strain,So,after not having met for more than a year or so-.,the group was officially 
dissolved at the end of 1976,My thoughts were published in NUN issues 33 and 37c 
However,like some mythical being,SUFORS rose from the ashes in mid 1977c 

SUFORS rose from the ashes because of new ufo sightings in the area (see for 
example Burringham UFO encounter in FSR Vol 23 No 2)*This led- to several peopke 
wanting such a group. 

Since May 1977 we have held monthly meetings'at the Central Community Centre in 
Scunthorpe, This location we hoped might encourage a larger member ship c However, w.e 
had and still have quite a few problems with the renewed grcup-Effort has to be put 
into advertising the meetings,Th environment of the new HQ is rather clinical-,, 
wheras the Grange Farm Centre had a lot better social environmentj'lost importantly, 
though,we do not have a large enough core of regular members a 

; For the beginning of 1978 we have several guest speakers lined up,and we are to hold 
the NUFON Spring 78 conference,With these events we hope to encourage a larger and 
more stable foundation of members for the group. 


Personally,I regard a ufo group as merely a social endeavour,Sometimes you hear c 
ufo sightings you would not have known about otherwise,but besides discussion and 
debate the Jjroup does not serve any really useful functionjis can be seen from my 
article in NUN 41 (Ufology is the curse of punk rock) that doesn’t mean we don't 
have any funI 


SUFORS was a founder member of NUFON in 1974 (then UNO),but the research part of our 
name has always been a misnomer,From the v ry start I found that very few of our 
members were interested in investigating local ufo sightings,However,I have always 
kept a record of sightings made in Lincolnshire and south Humberside,and these 
records are passed onto NUFON and UFOIN (I personally am an investigator for this 
FSR linked organisation) .Any record'of unusual events is also passed onto Fcrtean 
Times,A lively communication is also kept with Peter Rogerson and John Rimmer of 
MUFOB. 

SUFORS is an absurdity,along with every other so called ’ufo group',My maintarnan;.e 
of such an entity can only be regarded as an anachronism or a bizarre attempt at 
creating a novelty in ScunthrpeJ

6305 Unknown 1953 Manchester, Gt Mcr (21,00) LOW Lev D SPW . 

Witness was observing the sky through x5 and xlO magnification telescoped*! the 
west at elevation 20 degrees he saw a stationary red light,about five times the 

magnitude of the star Betelgeuse.lt was observed not to move for 15 minutes and 

then it accelerated awa£ to the west,last being' seen at bearing 3^5 degreesdt • 
went out of sight by dimming within 25 seconds,No shape was detectable. 

6615 September 2 1966 Crewe, Cheshire ^15,10) MED Lev A FUFQR 

A fire prevention officer,David Apps,was in his office at OS Ref 7135^9 Sheet 118 
when to the NNE at elevation 35 degrees he saw a> clearly defined silver/white 
disc over some trees.lt was bright daylight and the object had the apparant 
brilliance of the full moon,and was the size of a halfpenny at arms length.The 
object was stationary and as he watched it flipped onto its edg_e,at an’inclination 
of 45 degrees,He tried to call the attention of his colleagues to.the,phenomenon 
but when he looked back it had vanished.lt was in view for ten seconds, 

NOTES i The landing with traces seen by PC Bill White in Cumbria (see Aug 77. NUN) 
refer case 77/128. Ian Cresswell has discovered more detail on this event„The-date 
was JULY 3 1977 (quite a prominent date for close encounters) at 23»15» The two 
lights were seen in a field at the Sun Inn,Crook/Cumbria,They were flashing and 
were observed for two minutes.Another PC cooberated the report from a different 
site,The traces were found the next day,in the form of a circular patch,Unfortunately 
PC White has not responded to repeated efforts to investigate this case fully,but 
Ian is still trying as it appears to be sf some signficance. 
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UFOIN PROGRESS REPORT 


UFOIN has continued to investigate high strangeness cases for FSR,and all of the 
peports outlined briefly here will be covered in detail in the near future in the 
pages of this magazine*Some truiy fascinating events have been followed through, 
including two abduction cases (one of which has involved extensive investigation 
by means of regression hynoBis).However,three cases ard of interest to the NUFON 
region. 

Case 7201 (u) occured on September 9 1972 at 04,30 and involves a single witness 
in suburban Glasgow,He saw an object like a black metal spinning top with lights 
flashing underneath and rows of windows along the edge.Inside one window was an 
entity with blond hair and a silver suit with stripes on the arms,This was staring 
out of the window at tho witness.The object hovered low over a street and then 
accelerated into the sky,Investigation has been severely hampered by the witness 
having subsequently had a nervous breakdown,Preliminary analysis only was possible* 


Case 7302 (u) occured on a daterin May or June 1973 at 23,00 on a lonely moor in 
North Yorkshire,Two army personnel were taking part in a large exercise in a land 
rover,parked in a desolate spot with lights and radio on,When about to contact base 
the radio broke up and lights went out,Then a rmgby ball shaped object with a row 
of small windows and vapour underneath came towards them and hovered just above the 
ground close by,A herd of cows were transfixed to the spot staring at the object,, 
After about five minutes it flew off.The next day the two men teturned to the spot 
and found a 30 feet wide circle of burnt grass. 


The first case was investigated by Jenny Randles,the second by Barry King (witness 
now lives in the Essex region)

NUFON case 77/200 (see Dec 77 NUN) has been the subject of a UFOIN investigation 
by Nigel Watson.lt occured on NOVEMBER 18 1977 at 14,45 at Wawne Primary School ' 
in North Humberside,A group of children,probably 20 or more,aged about six saw an 
object like an upturned plate or dish with arow of small windows on top,It was 
shining silver reflecting sunlight and was silent.lt made erratic movements then 
flew off,3ecause of the fast thinking of the headmaster and teachers (whom the 
children told immediately) probative evidence in the form of plasticine models 
(made immediately and independantly) was obtained,These are very similar indeed,. 


77/201 Late June 1977 Coppenhall,Cheshire (22,45) MED Lev A FUFOR 

A lady saw a fast moving light in the far distance NNW.lt was approximately round 
but mishaped and diffuse so that the light seemed to spread over a wide area of sky 0 
It was in view about seven seconds.The sighting probably occured on June 25th 0 


77/202 August 1977 Wawne,Nth Humberside (18,00) MED Lev B SUFORS 

A fat silvery cigar shaped object was spotted by a single witness in a patch of 
clear sky.It had bulges on the back similar to tail fins on aircraft,and bulges 
on the front also,There were no wings or such protruberances,and the object seeded 
aerodynamically unstable.lt flew slowly into a cloud and was in view about one 
minute making no sound at all, , 

77/203 September 23 1977 Redcar.Cleveland (14.55) MED Lev B SHRYSIS 

Mrs L Bavin of the Lakes Estate observed five extremely bright flat discs in the 
sky below a layer of high cloud,They were stationary and remained in view for 
about two minutes before vanishing suddenly from view. 
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77/204 October 2 1977 Ormesby,Cleveland (19*45) Mi® Lev A CHRYSIS 

•Mr Michael Stalker t a. student of Netherfields Estate,was walking to a friends house 
when he observed a. small,sharply defined disc which appeared suddenly in the sky 
before him*It had .a glowing red light at the rear and made what sounded like a 
mechanical whirring noise„It‘moved suddenly'towards a block of flats where'it stopped 
and hovered for a few seconds and then moved away to the west*It then simply 
vanished as suddenly as it had appeared.

77/205 September 28 1977 Sheffield,Sth Yorks (1$*10) MED Lev A UFORUM 

Steven Brammer is a member of the local Astronomical-Society,He was walking down 
the road when he notice^,a cigar shaped object moving across the sky in a SE 
direction towards the Rivelin Valley.lt was'in view two minutes before disappearing 
behind the hills.In size it was about the same as cm held at arms length, 

THE WARTON MYSTERY OBJECT AND*SOUND Ian Cresswell (See 77/177 Nov 77 NUN) 

The small town of Warton,near Carnforth,on the Lancashire/Cumbria border was the 
scene of quite a flap on October 12 1977»^ r °l )a ^ly about 20 people claim to have 
seen the 'UF0 ! and NUFON has reports from the four best witnesses. Three teenage 
girls travelling to a disco by car at 19^20 had been alerted by a woman who had 
seen the thing flying about*They looked at the sky as they drove and saw a grey 
oval.shape with three lights,one red and two white,The object made a droning noise 
or a faint buzz and flew quite low by the side of the car,They had it in view fmve 
minutes*The droning noise was oply heard when they stopped the car and got out. 

The object disa >peared southwards heading towards Lancaster,The best sighting was 
made by 20 year old Gardener,Kevin Preston.Out in the garden with his dog and tape 
recorder he saw the object come down low and hover (he thinks within 5Q - 100 feet 
away). He was able to gain a clear impression of the blue/grey dish with a dome on 
top and blue and red flashing lights*Underneath was a kind of hole.A, short tail 
protruded from the reaer of the object,The sound caused the dog to howl and was

77/206 November 3 1977 Betley,Cheshire (00.30) LOW Lev A FUFOR 

Four witnesses {two men,two women) were travelling by car from Betley to Nantwich, 

At OS Ref 731512 Sheet 118 they saw v a vivid bright light with rainbow colours to 
the south 0 This lit up the immediate’ area but was hazy in shape. Driving along to 
OS Ref 726514 they kept it in view,duration 3 to 4 minutes,and it seemed to be 
descending towards Nantwictj«Tt was last seen at 30 degree elevation in the SW, 

The area is agricultural with fields bpt very few houses. 

77/207 November 8 1977 Winsford,Cheshire (00,13) LOW Lev A FUFOR 

An amateur astronomer confined to a wheelchair saw a small point of orange light 
travelling due south at elevation 18/20 degrees.lt was distant and fluctuated twice 
during the four minutes of observation,The witness claims to have seen many 'UFOs’ 
but investigators were not convinced that he had seen anything unusual at this time. 

77/208 November 16 1977 Idle Moor,West Yorks (19.05) MED Lev C Ian Cresswell 

Our old friend Paul Bennett spotted another UFO on this date,It was seen for about 
8 seconds as a white ball which moved towards Ilkley Moor leaving a trail,turned 
brown and disintegrated.It was probably some meteoric phenomenon,

this was coloured by the sun).This did 
not alter shape during the sighting.lt passed behind two clouds but entered a 
third and did not reappear.lt seemed to float sideways. Duration ten minutes.

A mother and her 7 y-ar old son wwre going to a youth club when a brilliant cone

yhat may be a cooberative report from many miles away comes from Alan Pepper,a 
draughtsman,his wif£ and their two daughters (aged 12 and 7 ).They were driving from 
their new home in Clwyd towards Stoke passing this village some 7 miles SE of 
Chester.They saw a bright white light keeping pace with the car in the NE low down. 

It was followed for several miles,before Mr Pepper stopped the car and wound down

A housewife in her early thirties was driving home through Dronfield.The sky was 
overcast and it was windy and trying to snow.As she pulled out to overtake a parked 
car she saw a bright yellowish light in the sky directly in front.lt was moving 
horrizontally to the S.It did not flash and there was no noise,She stopped the car 
to watch and after ten seconds it vanished.lt was round,the size of a pea at arms 
length and sharply defined, 

77/213 November 26 1977 Gr^sscroft.Gt Mcr (02.30) LOW Lev A MUFORA 

Janet Bentley and her boyfiiend saw a sttange light low down in the S.It was at 
first pinhead size and followed a line of streetlights.lt then became brighter 
and apparantly larger,Leaving the line of streetlights it moved east and hovered 
returning to its original brightness.lt then accelerated away westwards and they 
r.^n outside but lost sight of it.The Bentley home looks down from a hill over a 
broad valley.The light was at first in the sky,but may have later been in front 
of the hillside. 

77/21A December 3 1977 Diggle,Gtr Manchester (18.20) MED Lev A MUFORA 

Mrs Brown .and her’son had parked their car outside their home,To the IE over a 

dark moorland area they saw a purple rugby tall with a white light inside or on 
top.It moved slowly west,hovered and swayed from side to side for a few seconds, 
and then accelerated away westwards,descending behind a hill,Other witnesses have 
since come forward to cooberate the story,One sighting could be a close encounter 
with the object and MUFORA are investigating further. 
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
